NEW YORK, March 17 (By the 


all religious organizations — Catho- 
lic, Protestant and Jewish — to unite 
for concerted action against easy 
divorce, Bishop William T. Man- 
ning of the Episcopal church de- 
clared today that the system of 
monogamous marriage was rapidly 
being; abandoned in the United 
States, and that the nation had -al- 
most reached a condition of legal- 
ized free love. 


His remarks were part of a Len- 


ten sermon, "The Present Crisis 
With regard to marriage in the 
home." 


"To allow men and women to 


live together for a time, and then 
with legal sanction on trivial and 
frivolous grounds to separate- and* 
form new alliances as they please," 
he said, "is in principle to abolish 
marriage and to adopt a system of 
legalized free love. This is the sys- 
tem which we have now almost 
reached. 


"The proportion of divorces to 


marriages is appalling. 
In our 


country as a whole there is one di- 
vorce for every eight marriages, 
and in some of our States there is 
one divorce for every two or thrse j

and to make the city'more beautiful and 
t'flldcnt.

it is necessary to clear out weeds and the 
accumulation of waste.
